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New home for social care hub 


BRIDPORT’S new community ‘hub’ now 
looks set to be built on the site of the Fisher¬ 
man’s Arms day centre, after county council 
bosses scrapped their initial plans for the fa¬ 
cility. 

Social care leaders changed their minds on the lo¬ 
cation of the hub, after uncovering problems with the 
preferred site - currently owned by Wessex Water - 
behind the library. 

Council bosses now say it is likely that the facility, 
which could also incorporate Citizens Advice services 
in the future, will be built at the Fisherman’s Arms in 
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South Street instead. A detailed survey of the site will 
be carried out over the next few weeks, with the first 
designs for the building to be unveiled in March. 

The hub building is set to transform the way adult 
social care services are delivered in the Bridport area, 
replacing outdated buildings like the Sidney Gale care 
home, which the council has decided is “unfit for pur¬ 
pose”. 

Users of the home have been told they will not be 
left without support before the new hub is up and run¬ 
ning, but the council is intending to sell off Sidney 
Gale, with supported accommodation provided at the 
new site instead. 

Councillor Jill Haynes, DCC’s cabinet member for 
adult social care, said careful consideration had gone 
into selecting the best location for the hub. 

“We have listened to local residents and people who 
use our services, who asked for a site that was central 
to town,” she said. 


“The area of Fisherman’s Arms certainly fulfils a lot 
of the criteria and we look forward to working with 
the local community on these exciting developments.” 

The council has set aside £4.7m to pay for the de¬ 
livery of social care services in Bridport, particularly 
covering day services and care for older people. 

The measures are designed to help people stay 
healthy and live independently in the community for 
as long as possible, it says. 

A survey of the initial preferred site revealed the po¬ 
tential for “major problems” with the amount of traffic 
coming in and out of the site, and there were also con¬ 
cerns that the number of listed buildings nearby would 
limit its flexibility. 

Now the council is pressing ahead with its second 
choice location at Fisherman’s Arms and will conduct 
similar investigations to make sure the site is appro¬ 
priate. 

Updating Bridport town councillors in the autumn, 
Councillor Haynes said that supported housing at the 
new hub would act as a “halfway place” for service 
users, enabling them to live independently but be 
close to social care services when needed. 


She also said Bridport would have an “exceptionally 
strong case” for funds generated from the sale of Sid¬ 
ney Gale to be poured back into the community. 

The money will go straight into a county council pot 
for various departments to ‘bid’ for, but Councillor 
Haynes has said Bridport would have “high priority” 
to get the money back. 

It has also been suggested that the hub itself could 
incorporate library and Citizens Advice services on 
top of its social care provision. 

And Councillor Haynes now says the Citizens’ Ad¬ 
vice Bureau is close to agreeing arrangements to be¬ 
come a part of the new community facility. 

She said: “We will be liaising closely with CAB on 
the next stage of the development and hope they will 
be moving into the new hub once it’s built.”

HEATHER and Peter Foster's voices will be 
known to thousands who have visited a local 
hospital over the years. 

For almost half a century they have been be¬ 
hind the microphone in Weymouth, Dorch¬ 
ester and even Bournemouth. 

Many will have seen Peter whispering into a 
microphone at most of the county town's big¬ 
ger events, bringing "the outside in" for pa¬ 
tients. 

Others will know the couple for their involve¬ 
ment in the Somerset and Dorset Railway 
Trust - the couple can often be found running 
the station at Harman's Cross on the Swanage 
Steam Railway. 


• YOU were both brought up in Dorchester. 

Peter was a Thomas Hardye Pupil and Heather at 
St Genevieve's. Where did your paths first cross? 

Heather: We were working in the health service as cler¬ 
ical officers at the time, in the NHS Executive Council 
for Dorset, which was then in High West Street in the 
building now occupied by the Natiowide Building So¬ 
ciety. Peter cornered me in the cloakroom and asked 
me out. We had a few trips out and about but it wasn't 
long before he invited me along to hospital radio 
which then became a regular feature in our lives. 

• HOW did the interest in hospital radio start? 

Peter: I have always loved radio, from Children's Hour 
and the Toy Town Plays. I saw an advert for volunteers 
to join the new hospital radio at Dorchester County 
Hospital, when it was in Princes Street. I applied and a 
man came to see me at home with a large ferrograph 
tape recorder and asked me to read a request out, 
which didn't go too well; then I read some news items 
which he quite liked and after that a formal letter was 
sent asking me to come along for some trial sessions 
and training. I've been doing it virtually every day since 
then. 

• AND has it always been at Dorchester? 

Peter: Mostly, but we were at Weymouth Hospital from 
1968 to 73; Bedside in Bournemouth from 1973 to 86 
and for a short spell at Herrison. 

Heather: It was usually Dorchester on Wednesdays and 
Thursdays after I became involved and Bournemouth 
at the weekends. We are both keen on classical music 
so we would also go along to various societies as well, 
and then he got me interested in railways as well 
through the Somerset and Dorset Railway Trust! We've 
been involved with that formally since 1981 and have 
been running the Dorchester group since 1987. We 
started as volunteers with the Swanage Steam Railway 
in the mid-1980s when they were looking for more 
helpers. We always seemed to be busy. 

• WHAT skills do you both bring 
to the things you do? 

Peter: Heather's far more technically minded than I am 
and she's taught me a lot about computing. She's also 
vital for what we do as she drives and I don't. It was just 
something I never got around to. 

Heather: I like to dabble in things and try and keep up 
to date - although I've never seen the point of Twitter. 


It took us a while to get a mobile phone, but I got one 
before Peter... and he still can't text! 

• WHAT have been the highlights of 
your times behind the microphone? 

Peter: We always love going up to London for the 
Mayor's Show. This year was one of the best ever, and 
the Royal events are always lovely. At the 50th anniver¬ 
sary of the Coronation I was stood commentating and 
Glenda Jackson was just behind me. I wondered if I 
should talk to her, but decided I would and she chatted 
for quite a while, which was amazing. Overall all sorts 
of people have been generally very cooperative over 
the years and the Dorchester area is such a good place 
for event. 

Heather: More often than not we find ourselves with 
more to do than hands available to do them. 

• DO to pair of you ever get a day off. I hear 
you were working on Christmas Day? 

Peter: Very rarely. Christmas Day is usually one of our 
longest days. This year we were in from 10am until 
6pm, but we did have a pre-recorded programme in 
the middle of the day so we found time for lunch in the 
Darners Restaurant. We'd recorded the morning serv¬ 
ice at St Peter's and Heather edited it for broadcast in 
the afternoon.The Mayor came in during the morning; 
we had a Weymouth lunchtime concert and 'Carols by 
Train' which we had pre-recorded at Swanage with 
other volunteers, the Wareham Town Band in the lug¬ 
gage van and carols from the platform. 

• HAS the station changed much over the years? 

Heather: Technology has made our job easier when it's 
working alright, but when it goes wrong life can get a 
little tricky... there's no wind-up back up these days 
we can turn to if things go wrong, but overall there has 
been very few occasions when we have been forced 
off the air. Having said that our computers now need 
new hard-drives and the mixing desk is getting to the 
end of its life so we will need to find the money, from 
somewhere, for replacements. 
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Peter: And just at the moment we've got a very strong 
team of around 25 volunteers, including a few out¬ 
standing youngsters, one of which is about to start a 
BBC engineering apprenticeship, although it's fair to 
say most of us are in the older age-bracket. 

• SO does that mean you will 
be planning your retirement? 

Heather: Peter has been saying he'll retire from this at 
40 years, at 45 years and so on, so we'll wait and see. 
Peter: It will be the 50th anniversary of hospital radio 
in Dorchester in September 2016 and I have said that's 
the time I will be out of the door. 

• AND would the pair of you find 
enough to do if you did stop? 

Peter: We've got plenty to do. There's always the rail¬ 
way, the recorded music society, an archive of cuttings 
and I've started writing a book about my 50 years in 
broadcasting although I'm not sure anyone much 
would want to read it. 

Heather: I dabble in many things but I've been doing 
a family history for many years, which is fascinating, 
and I've often thought I could make a career out of it.

WEST Dorset District 
Council will face"huge

Waste pick-up scheme 
to boost recycling rates 


A NEW waste management scheme, 
designed to boost recycling rates 
across Dorset, will be rolled out in 
Bridport this summer, writes JACK 
DIXON. 

Changes to bin collection services 
are set to take effect in July and will 
apply to around 19,000 households in 
Bridport, Beaminster and Lyme 
Regis. 

The Dorset Waste Partnership says 
the initiative, already active elsewhere 
in the county, has helped to lift recy¬ 
cling rates above 60 per cent in Dorset 
- among the highest in the UK. 

And bosses are launching an infor¬ 
mation campaign to encourage resi¬ 
dents to recycle more of their waste 
when the scheme is rolled out later 
this year. 

“This is our fifth and final phase of 
rolling out the ‘Recycle for Dorset’ 
service,” said Steve Burdis, director of 
the Dorset Waste Partnership. 

“The results so far have been excel¬ 
lent, with big increases in recycling, 
reductions in landfill waste and 
higher levels of customer satisfac¬ 
tion.” 

Under the new initiative, recyclable 
items will be collected fortnightly in 
a large wheelie bin and a smaller box 
for glass only. 

General rubbish will also be picked 


up once a fortnight, with food waste 
collected weekly. 

From July, the changes will affect 
Bridport, Beaminster and Lyme 
Regis, as well as the surrounding 
parishes of Bradpole, Broadwindsor, 
Charmouth, Chideock, Symondsbury, 
Netherbury, Loders, the Marshwood 
Vale and parts of Burton Bradstock. 

A series of roadshows have been 
planned to inform residents about the 
new service, with two events taking 
place in Bridport next month. 

Council staff will be in Morrisons on 
Thursday, February 5th, between 
10am and 1pm, and in Bucky Doo 
Square on Saturday, February 21st, 
between 9am and 1pm. 

Mr Burdis added: “We are giving 
residents the chance to find out more 
and asking them to contact us before 
February 26th about their household's 
needs so that we can deliver the right 
containers before July. 

“Any change to such an important 
service as waste collections can take 
time to get used to. 

“I would encourage residents to read 
their information, check our website 
and come to a roadshow to see how it 
will work for them.”

A GROUP working to better the lives of people 
in Bridport have been offered green spaces to 
embark on a gardening project. 

Members of'For Goodness Sake', a group that 
hopes to embark on a range of projects to ben¬ 
efit the community, have been offered an acre of 
land in Bridport and space at Bridport Commu¬ 
nity Allotments to start their garden project. 

They hope to eventually supply local schools 
with food for free and to help families in the area 
that are struggling. 

Matt Sparrow, a member of the group leading 
the gardening project, said:"We have been of¬ 
fered a space in Bridport Community Allotments 
and an acre of land in the outskirts of Bridport 
and lots of other great things are happening. 

"We want to start a gardening project to look 
to eventually supplying food to local schools for 
free and food to people struggling in the com¬ 
munity. This is our main focus at the moment." 

The group, which was set up in October last 
year, has had a great reaction from Bridport res¬ 
idents with their Facebook page, For Goodness 
Sake, receiving hundreds of members in a matter 
of weeks. 

And organisers are keen to have as many peo¬ 
ple involved in the different projects as possible. 

Jonathan Scott, who came up with the idea of 
the group, said: "There is an open feeling to the 
group where people feel free to enter with no 
obligation. 

"We have had a good response with 340 mem¬ 
bers on Facebook in two months and in the last 
two weeks we have linked up with others doing 
similar projects." 

For Goodness Sake has even captured the at¬ 
tention of Robert Golden from the FIOME in Brid¬ 
port project. 

FIOME in Bridport partnered with Transition 
Town Bridport last year to develop the garden at 
St Mary's Primary School to be able to grow their 
own fruit and vegetables and are also working 
alongside Alexander Road Community Garden 
Group to improve areas of the Skilling estate. 

Mr Golden said: "FIOME in Bridport tries to cre¬ 
ate a network of everybody who is trying to sup¬ 
port the town and care for the community and 
with each other we can think of better ways. 

"What they are doing is similar to what we are 
doing so it is a natural integration." 

Organisers are unsure of the exact plans after 
the gardening project but they have lots of ideas 
in the pipeline. 

Mr Scott added: "The project has natural mo-

First bus fare changes 

FIRST have increased the price of some of their 
single and return fares across Dorset. 

The revisions came into place on January 10th 
but the First Week and First Month tickets remain¬ 
ing unchanged. 

A return from Bridport to Weymouth will now 
cost £6 with a single fare costing £5. 

Journeys to Lyme Regis and Axminster from 
Bridport have also increased with a single fare to 
Lyme Regis costing £4 and a return costing £5, 
and a single fare to Axminster costing £5 and a re¬ 
turn at £6. 

Matthew Callow, Commercial Manager for First 
in Dorset, said: “We regret having to increase fares 
on some of our services. However, I can assure our 
customers that changes to fares will be reinvested 
in the business. 

“We are planning to introduce even more mod¬ 
ern vehicles in 2015, adding to our £2.7 million 
investment in First's Dorset fleet in 2014.”

Car fire delibrate 

POLICE believe a car destroyed in a fire in Bridport 
last week was deliberately set alight by arsonists. 

Retained firefighters attended the scene on St 
Swithins Road late lastTuesday evening (January 
6th), after 18 people phoned in to report the 
blaze. 

The car was found well alight when crews ar¬ 
rived at around 11:30pm and officers extin¬ 
guished the blaze within a matter of minutes. 

However, the vehicle was completely destroyed 
and investigators later confirmed that the fire had 
been started deliberately. 
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Met office warns 
of snow and ice 


BRIDPORT was bracing itself 
last night for the impact of se¬ 
vere weather, as forecasters is¬ 
sued warnings for snow and ice 
overnight. 

Experts were predicting be¬ 
tween three and six centimetres 
of snow across large parts of the 
South West, with further warn¬ 
ings in place for today (Wednes¬ 
day). 

The Met Office has urged driv¬ 
ers to be aware of “tricky condi¬ 
tions” on the roads, with snow 
likely to be heavy and produce a 
thick covering in places. 

Up to 80mm of rain could fall 
today with gusts of 75mph also 
likely in coastal areas, the Met 
Office warns. 

“Showers of hail, sleet and 
snow on Tuesday evening and 
overnight are likely to leave a 
covering of snow of three to six 
centimetres in places, especially 
on ground over 100 metres, but 
also locally to lower levels too,” 
an official Met Office weather 
warning read. 

“Icy patches will also form on 
untreated surfaces and the public 
should be aware of the risk of 
tricky driving conditions.” 

A chief forecaster explained 


that a low pressure system was 
expected to move in towards the 
UK from the Atlantic, with a 
cold airstream spreading across 
the area on Tuesday evening. 

The process could mean rain 
showers falling as snow, with 
hail, lightning and gusty winds 
also posing a threat to coastal 
areas. 

Experts were also warning of 
the potential for heavy rain to 
cause standing water and an in¬ 
creased risk of localised flood¬ 
ing in some areas. 

A spokesperson for the Met

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NHS 'needs to change' say commissioners 


HEALTH bosses have 
announced plans for 
sweeping changes to 
services across the 
county, with the NHS in 
Dorset facing a shortfall 
of up to £200m over the 
next five years. 

The Dorset Clinical 
Commissioning Group 
(CCG), which is respon¬ 
sible for planning and 
arranging healthcare for 
patients, has unveiled a 
‘case for change’ to 
tackle what it describes 
as a “growing financial 
challenge”. 

Precise details of how 
services will change 
have not yet been re¬ 
leased, but the CCG is 
carrying out an exten¬ 
sive review of the way 
healthcare is delivered. 

Its ‘case for change” 
document reveals a long 
list of pressures on NHS 
services which, the CCG 
says, it “cannot con¬ 
tinue” to deliver in the 
same way. 

According to its pro¬ 
jections, the overall pop¬ 
ulation will pass 800,000 
with the number of peo¬ 
ple in Dorset over 70 ex¬ 
pected to rise by almost 
a third by 2023, bringing 
with it an increase in the 
kinds of chronic ill¬ 
nesses that come with

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longevity, like diabetes 
and dementia. 

One striking aspect is 
that life expectancy 
varies by over 11 years 
between men living in 
the more deprived and 
more prosperous areas. 

The report also re¬ 
vealed that more than 
half the patients cur¬ 
rently admitted to com¬ 
munity hospitals could, 
instead, be treated, cared 
for and supported at 
home. 

A further third could 
be nursed in their own 
home, helping to main¬ 
tain their independence. 

And services are al¬ 
ready unable to cope 
with the demand for 
emergency surgery, with 
the county’s three acute 
hospitals sometimes 
falling below national 
quality standards be¬ 
cause surgeons don’t al¬ 
ways have enough 
patients to maintain spe¬ 
cialist skills. 

The CCG’s report also 
reveals that the number 
of stroke patients receiv¬ 
ing a potentially life-sav¬ 
ing brain scan within an 
hour is 10 per cent lower 


than the national aver¬ 
age, while the quality of 
care, particularly with 
cancer treatment, varies. 

There is similar varia¬ 
tion in the quality of 
general practice 

throughout the area. 

And in the field of 
mental health, while 
services are generally 
good, in some areas 
there is insufficient sup¬ 
port provided to patients 
outside working hours, 
and there are not enough 
services for children 
with mental health con¬ 
ditions. 

“The evidence we have 
gathered on the current 
picture of healthcare 
shows that most patients 
currently receive good 
care in Dorset, but there 
is too much variation, 
both against national 
standards and within 
Dorset itself,” said Dr 
Forbes Watson, chair¬ 
man of the CCG. 

“In addition, we know 
our population is chang¬ 
ing and getting older, 
and that brings new 
health demands we need 
to meet.” 

Access to NHS serv¬ 


ices is a partic¬ 
ular problem in 
West Dorset, 
according to 
the report, 
where one in 
four people do 
not have an 
easy public 
transport link 
to an acute 
hospital - more 
than double the 
number in 
other parts of 
the county. 

And the 
group found 
that more than 
half the pa¬ 
tients in Dorset 
are turning up at hospi¬ 
tals with only minor 
conditions that could be 
handled at home. 

The report also high¬ 
lights the need for 
seven-day consultant 
cover, particularly in 
maternity units, and 
warns that one in eight 
Dorset residents will 
suffer from heart disease 
and one in ten will suffer 
from diabetes by 2020. 
The CCG claims there is 
a “compelling case” for 
services to adapt to 
changing needs that 
“cannot continue to be 
delivered in the same 
way.”

Alongside the need to 
provide effective serv¬ 
ices for patients, the 
NHS in Dorset also 
faces a predicted short¬ 
fall - the gap between its 
income and its expendi¬ 
ture - of between £167m 
and £200m. 

Dr Watson added: 
“The money we have to 
secure healthcare for 
local people is not in¬ 
creasing at the same rate 
as rising costs and de¬ 
mand. 

“We want to make sure 
we are putting resources 
where they will give the 
best return and the max¬ 
imum health gain for 
Dorset’s population.” 


Are council mergers 
harming staff health? 


MORE than 70 staff have left West 
Dorset District Council since the 
partnership started with Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil, with fears for the health of 
those who remain. 

In 2012-13 a total of 41 staff left, 
7.4 percent of the total, represent¬ 
ing 33 voluntary retirements and 
eight redundancies. 

In 2013-14 the figures were 33, 
made up of 25 retirements and 
eight redundancies. 

Retiring council leader Robert 
Gould said in a statement at his last 
meeting as leader in Dorchester 
that the staff were leaving the au¬ 
thority because of an upturn in the 
private sector rather than as a re¬ 
sponse to the changes taking 
place at the authority. 

Liberal Democrats questioned 
the rationale offered by the council 
leader: "We know that this has 
been a period of extreme stress for 
staff, with many having received 
changes to their pay grades and 
their wages, and we are concerned 
that the forthcoming merger with 
North Dorset will heighten the 
pressure," said Dorchester council¬ 
lor Stella Jones, Liberal Democrat 
group leader. 

And Councillor Ros Kayes, from 
Bridport said:"Staff in an organisa¬ 
tion are the oil which makes the 
machine run smoothly.

"When staff are worried, experi¬ 
encing stress or increased work¬ 
load, their health suffers, as does 
that of the organisation. 

"It is no accident that many staff 
are leaving and opting for a role in 
the private sector. Morale is not 
good and it is our duty to look after 
the wellbeing of our employees. 

"We have called again and again 
for proper support for staff in what 
will be yet another series of service 
reviews, the third in six years. 

"We would still like to see con¬ 
crete proposals for supporting 
staff through these changes from 
the new chief executive, and, de¬ 
spite repeated requests we have 
had no such commitment."

A PACKED public 
meeting has called for 
the end of the cabinet 
system at West Dorset 
District Council. 

The meeting heard 
that, under the current 
cabinet system a handful 
of Conservatives make 
all the decisions, leaving 
remaining councillors 
with little, or no, oppor¬ 
tunity to change or chal¬ 
lenge decisions. 

“Eight hundred years 
after Magna Carta 
democracy is dead in 
West Dorset,” Dorch¬ 
ester Independent coun¬ 
cillor Alistair Chisholm 
told the 270 people at the 
Corn Exchange. 

The Conservatives de¬ 
clined to send a speaker 
to the meeting and after¬ 
wards declined to com¬ 
ment on its outcome. 
West Dorset MP Oliver 
Letwin said he was un¬ 
able to appear. 


But former Conserva¬ 
tive district councillor 
Fred Horsington, who 
was persuaded onto the 
platform from the back 
of the hall towards the 
end of the meeting, said 
that if any other party 
were in the Conservative 
position, they too would 
do the same. His can¬ 
dour was booed my 
many at the meeting. 

John Grantham, from 
Burton Bradstock, who 
arranged the gathering in 
the name of Public First, 
said that, at the last elec¬ 
tion, the Conservatives 
received less than half 
the vote yet held more 
than two-thirds of the 
West Dorset District 
Council seats and all of 
the cabinet positions. 

“It is a great deal of re¬ 
sponsibility in the hands 
of a few... a lot of what 
goes on is not advertised 
and things are kept very, 


very quiet.” 

Afterwards he de¬ 
scribed the meeting as a 
‘landmark event.’ 

“This meeting arose 
out of frustration with 


the impenetrable and 
anti-democratic nature of 
the West Dorset District 
Council cabinet form of 
government, where the

majority Conservative 
party holds 67 per cent 
of the seats, based on just 
43 per cent of the vote, 
but then through cabinet 
appointments translates 
this into 100 per cent of 
the cabinet positions, es¬ 
sentially excluding all 
other political points of 
view.” 

Chaired by human 
rights lawyer Clive 
Stafford Smith, the meet¬ 
ing discussed how, under 
a unitary system, around 
242 councillors county¬ 
wide might be cut back 
to 100, with massive fi¬ 
nancial savings. 

Said Mr Grantham: 
“Towards the end, brief 
contributions from repre¬ 
sentatives invited from 
the Green Party, Labour, 
Lib Dems and UKIP 
were welcomed, and all 
agreed with the clear 
sense of the public’s 
view at the meeting 
that WDDC should 
move to a committee, 
and potentially unitary, 
system of local govern¬ 
ment. 

“In perhaps the starkest 
illustration of the need 


for greater democratic 
responsiveness, not one 
of the eight senior Tories 
individually invited to 
attend appeared.” 

A small committee will 
now consider whether it 
is feasible to use the law 
to hold a public referen¬ 
dum to force the council 
to move from the cabinet 
to a committee system, 
as operated by Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland Bor¬ 
ough Council. Other 
meetings may also be 
held across the district 
with a further call for 
public debate on adopt¬ 
ing a unitary system. 

Former district council 
officer David Oliver told 
the meeting that since 
the mid-1980s West 
Dorset had moved to the 
cabinet system where he 
said: “Decisions are 
made in pre-meetings 
and then voted on en 
bloc... it seems rather 
pointless for us to elect 
50-plus councillors when 
the decisions are made 
by six.” 

Alistair Chisholm said 
the set up was an outrage 
to democracy, and telling 
that the Conservatives 


had declined invitations 
to attend: “What do 
these people have to 
hide? 

“Why are they absent 
this evening? What ar¬ 


rogance. We need to 
change this system. 

“Eight hundred years 
after Magna Carta we 
still haven’t got democ¬ 
racy in West Dorset.” 
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Landmark meeting on democracy 


■ THERE was a landmark event at Dorch¬ 
ester Corn Exchange Hall on January 7th, 
drawing 270 people and 250 voted on 
propositions to improve democracy. 

This was a meeting rather in the spirit of 
Athenian democracy, with participants en¬ 
couraged to contribute both criticisms and 
proposals for positive change. 

It arose from the anti-democratic nature 
of West Dorset District Council's cabinet 
form of government - where the majority 
Conservative party holds 67 per cent of the 
seats, based on just 43 per cent of the vote, 
but then through cabinet appointments 
translates this into 100 per cent of the cab¬ 
inet positions - it massively diminishes 
other political points of view. 

Critics complained that public questions 
to the council often go unanswered, and no 
follow-up is permitted where the reply is 
not responsive. 

Chaired by local human rights lawyer 
Clive Stafford Smith OBE, the meeting dis¬ 
cussed how under a unitary system, around 
242 councillors county-wide might be cut 
back to around 100, with massive financial 
savings - as has successfully taken place in 
neighbouring Wiltshire. 

Equally, a 'Committee' structure of local 
government would ensure that the voice of 
all parties would be heard in council. 

Crucially, the public meeting voted em¬ 
phatically 248 to two in favour of now mov¬ 
ing from a cabinet to'committee'system. 


Towards the end, brief contributions from 
representatives invited from the Green 
Party, Labour, Lib Dems and UKIP were wel¬ 
comed, and all agreed with the public's 
view that WDDC should move to a'commit¬ 
tee', and potentially unitary system of local 
government. 

In perhaps the starkest illustration of the 
need for greater democratic responsive¬ 
ness, not one of the eight senior ruling 
party Conservatives originally individually 
invited to attend appeared. 

Votes were taken on several key issues de¬ 
bated and there was unanimity, at over a 90 
per cent level, for action on all the propos¬ 
als put to attenders. 

The 'Public First Group' co-ordinating 
committee subsequently decided on three 
actions to spearhead their non-party-polit¬ 
ical Campaign for Local Democracy: 

i) . To take steps to seek a local referendum 
that would require WDDC to substitute a 
more representative system for the 
current cabinet process; 

ii) . To initiate a public debate on the 
benefits of changing to a unitary 
form of local government; 

iii) . To encourage more such 'pop-up 
forums'through West Dorset in 

the coming weeks.

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'Crisis'on the buses, warns action group

PUBLIC transport in West 
Dorset is "in crisis" and ur¬ 
gent action is required to 
make sure rural communi¬ 
ties are not cut off from 
larger towns, campaigners 
have warned. 

According to a bus ac¬ 
tion group set up to chal¬ 
lenge service providers, 
"years of neglect" have led 
to residents becoming iso¬ 
lated in rural communities. 

Launching a manifesto 
for change early in the 
new year, campaigners re¬ 
newed their calls for the 
county council to offer 
greater concessions to bus 
companies in order to 
keep key services on the 
roads. 

The action group says 
students are being denied 
access to post-16 educa¬ 
tion because of the limited 
public transport options in 
West Dorset, with links to 
Yeovil, Weymouth, Exeter 
and Bournemouth failing 
to provide an adequate 
service. 

And residents living in 
smaller villages, without 
easy access to shops, post 
offices, schools and GP 
surgeries, remain stranded 
because of the poor net¬ 
work, they say. 

"Public transport is in cri¬ 
sis. For too long both local 


councils and bus compa¬ 
nies have avoided the fact 
that they must work to¬ 
gether closely to provide 
necessary bus services and 
tried to pass the buck. 
Well, the buck stops here," 
said campaigner and Brid- 
port councillor Ros Kayes. 

"After years of neglect, 
the latest cuts mean that 
services are running on a 
shoestring and therefore, 
even services that are cur¬ 
rently making a profit can 
be chopped at any time. 
The county council wants 
to avoid the fact that bus 
services are necessary and 
bus companies want to 
focus only on buses that 
run at times of day which 
maximise their profit - 
there is no longer a con¬ 
cept of service." 

A series of smaller cam¬ 
paigns have been 
launched in the Bridport 
area over the last year to 
save specific services 
under threat of termina¬ 
tion, with First's X31 
evening link the latest to 
be withdrawn. 

Now angry commuters 
are urging local authorities 
to "recognise their duty" 


by adopting standards of 
practice that will help 
keep communities con¬ 
nected. 

Councillor Kayes added: 
"We are calling on all those 
involved to step up to the 
mark, to work collabora- 
tively and to enter into 
quality contracts which 


would lock in essential but 
unprofitable services ... 
and to recognise that our 
economy depends on reg- 
ular, reliable and up-to- 
date public transport." 

Speaking at a council 
meeting last week, Brid¬ 
port town clerk Bob Gillis 
said he had had "useful" 
meetings with county 
council bosses with a view 
to resolving public trans¬ 
port issues this year. 


He said:"First say that the 
possibility of reintroduc¬ 
ing later services in the 
summer is being looked at 
but no decisions have 
been taken. 

"I think, through the 
[town council's] highways 
sub-committee, it is a 
question of staying aware 
of the issues and trying to 
do as much as we can to 
maintain the services in 
this area." 


Driver charged after police pursuit 


A MAN from Bridport has been charged 
with a string of motoring offences, follow¬ 
ing a police pursuit across West Dorset, 
writes JACK DIXON. 

The 23-year-old was followed by police 
during an extensive chase, after he was 
seen with a second man at the wheel of a 
van that officers believe had been stolen. 

Police traced the van to a Lyme Regis car 
park during the evening of Saturday Janu¬ 
ary 3rd, where the two men were seen 
walking away from the vehicle. 

The men returned a short while later car¬ 
rying a bicycle, before leaving the scene at 
around midnight. 

Officers pursued the suspects into the 
early hours of the morning, with the chase 
eventually reaching Bridport town centre. 

Police followed the van, a Ford Transit 
flatbed tipper, through Uplyme to the 
Hunters Lodge, and onto the B3165 
through Marshwood and Broadoak. 

The pursuit crossed the B3162 at Dottery 


Cross to Bradpole and then on to Loders, 
Uploders and Bridport, before reaching the 
Crown roundabout. 

The van then followed West Bay Road, 
South Street and South View, before going 
off-road along the riverbank to a locked 
gate at Priory Gardens. 

A 23-year-old man was later charged with 
aggravated vehicle taking and dangerous 
driving, as well as failing to stop when re¬ 
quired by an officer. 

The man was due to appear at Weymouth 
Magistrates’ Court last Monday (January 
5th), but detectives investigating the inci¬ 
dent are appealing for more information. 

Detective Sergeant Simon Austin said: “I 
urge any witnesses to the manner of driving 
of the Ford Transit along the route at the 
time to come forward and contact police. 

“Anyone with information that could as¬ 
sist my investigation should contact Dorset 
Police in confidence on 101, quoting inci¬ 
dent number 3:359.”

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Beaminster Brasserie at the BridgeHouse is one 
of West Dorset's top fine dining restaurants 


T HE temptation is to 
overlook restaurants that 
have been around for a 
while. The Beaminster 
Brasserie at the BridgeHouse 
Hotel could easily fall in to that 
category. For more than 20 
years it has been one of West 
Dorset’s top fine dining 
restaurants at the heart of the 
town. Yet it remains one of the 
most popular foodie 
destinations around. 

Moving with the times has seen the 
restaurant adopt a more relaxed, 
brasserie style without losing a very 
special magic, which the hotel seems 
to possess. 

Rather than resting on its laurels, 
this Beaminster landmark has contin¬ 
ued to improve and re-invent itself and 
in return has become multi-award win¬ 
ning - a consistent AA two rosette rat¬ 
ing and in the past year accolades 
from Dorset Tourism, The Michelin 
Restaurant Guide, The Good Hotel 
Guide as well as a Taste of the West 
Gold award. And as I found out, it is 
surely deserving of all their accolades. 

So it was about time to experience 
the Beaminster Brasserie’s fine din¬ 
ing experience and I invited my part¬ 
ner and a friend with me, one of 
which, who won’t admit it, but is very 
fussy and hard to please, and the 
other was no stranger to fine dining. 

We were greeted with a warm wel¬ 
come and a smile and led to the bar 
and lounge where drinks arrived al¬ 
most instantaneously and we looked 
at the menu, which featured dishes 
to satisfy the highest food connois¬ 
seurs but at the same time will 
please diners with a particular palate 
(so definitely something for the fussy 
eater I brought along!) 


I am someone who will chose the 
same type of meal when eating out - 
normally a pasta dish, even though I 
believe you should order something 
you can’t make at home - so I de¬ 
cided to order the seared hake fillet 
with a chorizo paella, tiger prawns, 
Fowey mussels and a lobster bisque. 

My partner and friend both opted 
for the pie of the day, which was 
creamy chicken and ham, served with 
dauphinoise potatoes and long stem 
broccoli something I knew would suit 
both of them. 

After ordering we relaxed in the bar 
and lounge area. 

It is so comfortable and relaxing, 
with a fire and candles burning to one 
side, that when the waitress arrives 
to take you to your table you are al¬ 
most reluctant but at the same time 
eager to try their award winning food. 

‘Wow’ was my first impression of 
the candle lit restaurant, as you walk 
in your drawn to the back wall which 
is taken up by different coloured bot¬ 
tles, illuminated by the lights which 
had been perfectly dimmed - not too 
much that you have to squint but not 
too little that it could be the middle 
of the day. 

The restaurant is beautifully and 
tastefully decorated with a neutral 
colour scheme that makes dinners 
feel warm and comfortable and the 
tables were expertly laid up. 

It was only a short wait for food and 
when it came it was beautifully pre¬ 
sented (unfortunately I was so ex¬ 
cited to start that I had to reconstruct 
the dish to take a picture) and the 
consensus of the table was that all 
meals were absolutely delicious. 

I shared mine as I didn’t want the 
other two to miss out on how per¬ 
fectly the hake was cooked and the 
variety of flavours bursting from the 
paella - which we discussed at 
length - but they ate theirs before I 


managed a taste but from their com¬ 
ments the pastry was excellent and 
overall it was fantastic. 

And staff are incredibly helpful and 
friendly without being over attentive, 
leaving you to enjoy your meal but al¬ 
ways on hand to replace drinks. 

I felt I had to try a dessert, sous 
chef Geraldine Gay’s specialty as she 
won an award earlier this year for her 
pistachio cake, poached pear, black¬ 
berry ice cream and ginger beer gel, 
it was rude not to! 

My partner chose the sticky toffee 
pudding, blackberry crumble, ice 
cream, rice pudding and berry jam - 
yes, all in one pudding! - and myself 
and our friend went for the Bridge- 
House creme brulee with shortbread 
biscuits. 

It didn’t disappoint and rounded off 
a fantastic meal. 

Owners Mark and Joanna Donovan 
have not only built up a successful 
restaurant that serves some of the 
best food around, they have also 
achieve a superb reputation for their 
hotel rooms. 

The hotel can sleep 30 people with 
all rooms decorated in keeping with 
the hotel’s rich heritage from Me¬ 
dieval to Georgian but finished off 
with modern touches. 

I regret leaving it so long to try one 
of Beaminster’s best restaurants. If 
you haven’t already tried it, I encour¬ 
age you to make the visit especially 
as they are offering a great winter din¬ 
ing offer with 10 per cent off lunch 
and dinner until February 12th. (You’ll 
need to quote ‘Bridgel’ when book¬ 
ing your table to qualify for the dis¬ 
count). 

They are also taking bookings for 
Valentines Day so to find out what 
will be on offer, call the BridgeHouse 
on 01308 862200.

What are the main themes of this exhibition at 
Bridport Arts Centre? 

TheTheatre of the Soul is an exhibition of imagina¬ 
tive, visionary and surreal art by 11 West Country 
based artists, art of the unusual would describe the 
show pretty well.

I find many things inspiring and lots of artists have 
influenced my work. I have a great liking and inter¬ 
est in Medieval Book Illuminations and Ro¬ 
manesque Sculpture. Mythology has also been a 
great influence in my painting.

have influenced me, some better known than oth¬ 
ers, they include Michael Ayrton, Henri Fuseli, 
William Blake, Max Ernst, George Tooker and Betty 
Swanwick. 

What challenges do you encounter when or¬ 
ganizing an exhibition like this? 

Timing and communication are certainly very im¬ 
portant. Making sure all the different artists know 
when and what is required of them. Choosing the 
artists whose work will make a cohesive whole as 
an exhibition is the enjoyable part. 

Is there something you are currently working 
on, or are excited about starting that you can 
tell us about? 

I'm always working on new paintings, last year I 
started a series of imaginative pieces inspired by 
the Tors of Dartmoor. Seeing figures and faces in 
the rock formations, changing them into images of 
sleeping giants, and creating paintings of Tors 
which don't exist but should. 

What is the best piece of advice you've been given? 

I'm not sure about advice, but one of the things 
which made want to be an artist was being lent a 
book of the Drawings and Sculptures of Michael 
Ayrton whilst I was at school. The book was lent to 
me by my Art Teacher, Colin Browning. 

What advice would you give to others wanting 
to be artists? 

Follow want you really want to do and don't be led 
by fashion or what other people tell you that you 
should be doing. 

Is being an artist all its cracked up to be? 

There is a lot of work in being an artist, it takes a lot 
of time, practice and dedication to produce a 
painting. There is also a lot each artist has to do 
promoting and exhibiting their work. But I enjoy 
creating images and I certainly wouldn't want to 
be doing anything else. 

If you could live in any period of history any¬ 
where in the world, what and where would it be? 

I'm not sure I would want to live in any time other 
than the present, realistically the past was a very 
hard place to live. But if I had a time machine and 
could just visit and return again I would like to see 
what the ruined medieval castles and abbeys 
looked like in their heyday. I would then have to 
return home to the present for tea and crumpets.

HARDY DRESS ON DISPLAY AT 
DORSET COUNTY MUSEUM 


DORSET County Museum's textile 
archive includes a significant collec¬ 
tion of clothing originally owned by 
Thomas Hardy's family. Among the 
pieces is a stunning red bustle dress 
worn by his sister Katherine. Until 
now most of the collection has re¬ 
mained in storage as it requires spe¬ 
cialist mounting and display. But 
following a generous grant from the 
Daphne Bullard Trust the dress has 
now been specially prepared and is 
on display in the Museum's Writers 
Gallery. 

The bustle dress has been mounted 
on a bespoke mannequin and will 
bring a new perspective to the 
Thomas Hardy displays in the Mu¬ 
seum. Donated in 1984, the dress 
consists of a bodice and skirt in red 
grosgrain silk. It was made in about 
1889 by the linen drapers, Genge, 


Dixon and Jameson in Dorchester. 

Displaying the dress both safely and 
sympathetically was a complicated 
project. A particular consideration 
was Kate Hardy's large bust. She also 
had a very small waist and narrow 
shoulders so a special museum grade 
mannequin was purchased and 
adapted with additional padding in 
the relevant areas. A petticoat with 
several layers of net was added un¬ 
derneath for support and padded 
arms allow the sleeves to hold their 
natural shape. Extra pads were finally 
attached around the hips to help sup¬ 
port the weight of the skirt and pre¬ 
vent stress on the original fastenings.

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OFF TO A GREAT START 

Judy Fellingham of Fortnam Smith & Banwell in Charmouth 
hits the ground running in 2015 and looks forward to an 
active property market throughout the year ahead. 


IN housing market terms 2015 could be a contra¬ 
dictory year. In some ways the market is looking 
healthier than it has for years with more first time 
buyers than at any time since 2007. Early post- 
New Year signs are of sustained activity. Due to 
increased sales we now require further proper¬ 
ties to replace those sold. These factors are 
clearly a reflection of increased confidence in the 
economy and higher employment across the UK. 

This is very good news. The only cloud on the 
horizon might be the general election in May. If 
we thought the Scottish referendum - which for 
a time had a negative effect on market activity 
in England and Wales as well as Scotland - was a 
difficult one to call, the 2015 general election will 
surely prove to be impossible to forecast. And it 
is just this sort of uncertainty that markets don't 
like. So we may see a slight cooling off in activity 
levels and transactions the nearer we get to May. 
But we think that buyers and sellers will want to 
make a head start on the market and try and 
make some hard decisions early in the New Year. 
Certainly these are the clear signs now. 

Towards the upper end of the market there will 
be many with strong and very valid concerns 
about the introduction of a mansion tax - on top 
of the added stamp duty for this price sector im¬ 
posed by the chancellor in his autumn state¬ 
ment.

LEXUS has today revealed the new GS F 
at the Detroit motor show, the latest ad¬ 
dition to its stable of F-designated high 
performance models. True to the princi¬ 
ples that produced the LFA supercar and 
the RC F coupe, the 470bhp V8-powered 
GS F delivers sports car performance and 
handling, but in a luxury saloon car pack¬ 
age. 

Based on the current GS saloon, it re¬ 
tains the four-door format and can com¬ 
fortably seat five adults, breaking new 
ground as the largest car yet to bear the 
Lexus F badge. 

Yukihiko Yaguchi, chief engineer, ex¬ 
plained: "Our cars with the F designation 
are meant to generate a very positive 
feeling when you're behind the steering 
wheel, and are designed to be fun to 
drive, no matter who's driving, or where. 

"With the GS F we wanted to make a 


special car that would not only exceed 
the expectations of the most discerning 
enthusiast, but which could also be en¬ 
joyed by all drivers. In this spirit, it em¬ 
braces the virtues of sound, response 
and power - the cornerstones of the 
Lexus F brand." 

V8 engine and eight-speed transmis¬ 
sion 

The GS F is powered by Lexus's formi¬ 
dable normally aspirated 5.0-litre V8 en¬ 
gine, here producing 470bhp and peak 
torque in excess of 530Nm. The unit is 
mated to a lightning quick eight-speed 
automatic transmission that offers a 
manual shift capability and four driver- 
selectable operating modes: Normal, 
Eco, Sport S and, designed specifically for 
race track driving, Sport S+. 

With a weight of 1,830kg, the rear- 
wheel drive saloon promises rapid accel¬ 


eration and a top speed to give some 
race cars a run for their money. As well as 
being powerful, the 32-valve DOHC en¬ 
gine is fuel efficient, engineered to oper¬ 
ate on the Atkinson cycle in everyday 
running and to switch seamlessly to the 
Otto cycle for performance driving and 
cruising at speed. 

Handling honed on the race track 

The GS F features structural reinforce¬ 
ments and an exclusive suspension de¬ 
sign to capture the potential offered by 
its high-power engine. The intention has 
been to achieve sports car-like handling, 
with extensive circuit testing in Japan 
and on the famous Nurburgring Nord- 
schleife in Germany.The taut suspension, 
larger tyres (255/35R19 at the front, 
275/35R19 at the rear) and uprated brak¬ 
ing system combine to provide excep¬ 
tional high-speed stability and sports car 
agility, with near-neutral handling bal¬ 
ance through almost every kind of cor¬ 
ner. 

Lexus's innovative Torque Vectoring Dif¬ 
ferential, which made its debut in the RC 
F, features in a comprehensive standard 
equipment list that will make the GS F's 
performance stand out in its class. 

Styling 

The GS F gives the styling of the GS sa¬ 
loon a more powerful, performance-fo¬ 
cused dimension, witnessed in the larger, 
more pronounced spindle grille with its 
dedicated F-model mesh pattern and the 
large air vents integrated cleanly into the 
front bumper section. The elegant-yet- 
sporty frontal appearance is further em¬ 
phasised by the slim, angled headlights 
and signature L-motif daytime running 
lights. 


The car sits noticeably lower and wider 
than other GS models, giving it a deter¬ 
mined look that's amplified by the front 
air vents and 19-inch alloy wheels. At the 
rear there is a subtle carbon fibre spoiler 
and chrome-finished exhaust tailpipes. 

The cabin adopts sports-themed fea¬ 
tures as well, while retaining its overall el¬ 
egant form-follows-function design. 
Details include an electronic instrument 
display that automatically adjusts con¬ 
tent and appearance according to the se¬ 
lected drive mode.The custom-designed 
front and rear seats provide extra lateral 
support, without sacrificing comfort. 

A luxury feel is retained, with high- 
grade Alcantara on the door trims, centre 
console and upper instrument panel, an 
analogue clock and a remote-controlled 
video monitor.The GS F will be available 
(according to market) with a 17-speaker 


Mark Levinson premium hifi system, 
while those who prefer to listen to the 
engine sound can take advantage of the 
Active Sound Control system when the 
car is driven in Sport S or Sport S+ mode. 
The Active Sound Control is like that fea¬ 
tured in the RC F, but with additional use 
of rear seat speakers. 

Yoshiharu Nakajima, project chief de¬ 
signer, said:"Fun to drive - it's what char¬ 
acterises all the cars wearing the F badge, 
and it was our intention that the GS F 
should be true to that quality. 

"The style philosophy is'form following 
function'. For example, the GS F's spindle 
grille was designed to further improve 
the car's aerodynamics and internal cool¬ 
ing, while the air outlets in the front 
wings, first seen on the IS F and more re¬ 
cently on the RC F, have been adopted 
because of their efficiency.

Bees ride their luck to claim derby double

Sherborne had a great 
chance to increase their lead 
immediately from the restart 
but Bees captain Ryan Hatyer 
stopped Caines with a superb 
last ditch tackle. 

Then Weeks produced a won¬ 
derful save from Matt Day tip¬ 
ping his shot onto the crossbar. 

Bridport picked their game 
up after this and in the 53rd 
minute Jamie Symes managed 
to stay upright following a run 
down the left hand side of the 
penalty box when he could 
easily have gone down after 
being tugged back. 

However, slightly unbal¬ 
anced, his shot hit the side net¬ 
ting as he was falling away. 

A minute later he made an¬ 
other run in the box, this time 
challenging and winning the 
ball off Caines who took Symes 
out despite running away from

goal to concede a penalty. 

Caines was booked, and al¬ 
though Zebras keeper Jamie 
Beale guessed the right direc¬ 
tion and got a hand to Dan 
Wise's spot kick but couldn't 
stop him equalising. 

Bridport continued to hold 
sway for a while after this, but 
Weeks was forced into another 
brilliant save when Sam Jarman 
broke through. 

He had advanced to the 
penalty spot when Jarman let 
fly, but the former Portland 
United keeper managed to get 
a firm hand on the ball and turn 
it on to the crossbar after 
which, following a goalmouth 
melee the ball was cleared. 

Lifted by this Sherborne 
stepped up a gear, and were 
denied the lead on 72 minutes 
by some great work from Chris 
Senior. 

Whilst Weeks had managed 
to get a hand on Sam Farthing's 
header, it was not enough to 
stop it rolling towards goal. But 
Senior managed to reach it 
and, despite being sat on the 
ground, prevented Sherborne's 
attempts to kick the ball from 
between his feet by cleverly 
transferring it from one foot to 
the other until it luckily came 
loose and popped up into 
Weeks'hands! 

Soon after Caines frustration 
got the better of him when he 
went in on Weeks after the 


keeper had already collected a 
through ball, and was immedi¬ 
ately shown a second yellow 
card and as a result sent off. 

Despite being a player short it 
was Sherborne that continued 
to look most dangerous and 
Weeks was required to make 
another good save from Day, 
before Bridport grabbed the 
winner in the 84th minute. 

Jamie Filkins got a glancing 
header to Wise's free kick but it 
looked like a routine save for 
Beale down by his left hand 


post but somehow he inexpli¬ 
cably let the ball slip through 
his fingers and into the net to 
give Bridport the lead. 

Bridport were denied a sec¬ 
ond penalty in the closing min¬ 
utes when sub Matt Morley, 
again running away from goal, 
was caught from behind, but 
the flying left winger over ex¬ 
aggerated his fall and instead 
the ref booked him for simula¬ 
tion. 

Farthing might have 
equalised in the last minute of 


normal time but blazed George 
Mapletoft's long throw over the 
bar from near the penalty spot. 

Senior added "It was a good 
three points and it could have 
gone either way, but it was our 
day this time." 

Moving on up 
The win completes a league 
double for the Bees which sees 
them rise to eighth in the Pre¬ 
mier League, although they 
were beaten by Sherborne at St 
Mary's Field in the Dorset Sen¬ 
ior Cup back in October. 
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
